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Allies Consolidating 
Positions Main Front — 
Advances Two Sectors 


Counter Attacks Repulsed Except At Two Points Near Ypres—| 
Enemy Advan Offset By Progress At Zillebeke Aud Yser | 
Canal—Losses Of Enemy So Far Extremely Heavy—Ground At} 
Parts Covered With Dead—British Alone Have Captured 5,000 

Prisoners, 4,000 In Ypres Salient.

LONDON, Aug. 1.—A torrential rainfall and the resultant turn- 
ing of the battlefield—already hard of negotiation at many. points— 
into a veritable quarmire, .almost halted during Wednesday the 
great allied offensive against the Germans in Flanders. For the 
most part the day was spent by the British and French troops in 
consolidating positions won in Tuesday’s bap ad drive, or in 
putting down German counter attacks, made in endeavors to wrest 
from the antagonists their former positions. At two points near 
Ypres the Germans, using great masses of men, were successsful 
in their counter attacks against the British, but this advantage was 
offset in the Zillebeke and Yser Canal sectors, where resp&ctively 
the British and French troops advanced their lines. 

Meanwhile the guns of the belligerents are continuing to roar 
all along the entire front in reciprocal bombardments preparatory 
to the recommencement of the infantry battle when the clouds lift 


and the rainfall ceases, 
Huns Losses Very Heavy. 

The losses of the Teutons in the fighting thus far has been 
extremely heavy, the ground at various parts being covered with 
the dead, some of which were the bodies of mere school boys and 
seemingly unfitted physically. for the arduous trials the soldier in 
the present war must undergo, In addition the British alone have 
taken more than 5,000 prisoners—4,000 of them on the Ypres 


salient 


On the southern end of the front, 
in the region of the Aisne.and in the 
Verdun sector, the Germans continue 
to carry out effective operations 
against General Petain’s armies. Des- 
pite their heavy bombardment along 
the entire Aisne region, however, the 


French in a vigorous counter attack 
east of Cerny again have made prog- 
ress and taken prisoners, On the 
other hand, the Germans northwest 
of Verdun in an attack were able to 
pentrate first line trench elemnts in 
the region between the Avocourt wood 
and Hill 304. 
Russian Offensive 

Although the Austro-Germans con- 
tinue to press the Russians in Galicia 
and Bukowina, having taken further 
positions from them along the Heoro- 
denka-Czernowitz railway and north 
of the Dniester river, the Russians 
southeast of Tarnapol in the vicinity of 
Trembowla have taken the offensive in 
an endeavor to prevent the northern 
end of their line in Galicia from being 
pushed back farther toward the Rus- 
sian frontier, Full details of the op- 
erations are lacking, but it is known 
that the Russians have been success- 
ful in capturing one vantage point. 

On the northwestern frontier of 
Roumania the combined Russo-Rou- 
manian forces are kepeing up their 
advantage against the Austrians and 
Germans. In thir smash ate the en- 
emy line between the Putna and Casin 
valleys they have penetrated to a 
depth of from ten to twelve miles and 
captured 98 guns and in the neigh- 
borhood of 4,500 prisoners. 

Gain Further Ground, 

LONDON, Aug. 1.—Both British 
and French gained further ground in 
the fighting in the Ypres sector to- 
day, but the Germans by heavy coun- 
ter attacks succeeded in recapturing 
the village of St. Julien and part of 
une village of Westhoek. According 
to the official report from British 
headquarters tonight, the number of 
aiermans made prisoner exceeds 5,000. 
The text of the statement reads: 

“Rain continued to fall throughout 
the day. 

“By a successful operation today on 
our new battlefront, our line was ad- 
vanced slightly in the neighborhood 
of the Zillebeke-Zandvoorde Road. 


“On the left flank of our attack 
our allies gained. further ground on 
the east bank of the Yser Canal. 


Withdraw From St, Julien, 

“During the night our new positions 
east and noftheast of Ypres between 
Westhoek and St. Julien, were heavily 
counter-attacked by strong forces of 
the enemy. Our troops successfully 
resisted the enemy's repeated § at- 
tempts to drive us from the import- 
ant positfons on high ground captur- 
ed yesterday in this neighborhood, but 
under the weight of his assault and 
after stubborn fighting, we were com- 
pelled to withdraw our advanced 
troops from the village of St. Julien, 

“The fighting was _ particularly 
fierce for possession of the village of 
Westhoek, of which we now hold th 
western outskirts. 

“This afternoon the enemy again 
attacked in the neighborhood of the 
Ypres-Roulers Railway and at the 
second attempt succeeded in entering 
our advanced positions on a narrow 
front. The fighting continues. 

“The number of prisoners the Brit¢ 
ish} captured in. yesterday's opera- 
tions is now known to exceed 56,000, 
including 96 officers. A few guns and 
a number of machine guns and trench 
mortars were also taken; the exact 
figure has not been ascertained.” 

Organize Positions 

PARIS, Aug. 1.—The official com- 
munication issued by the war office 
tonight reads: 

“In Belgium, under a _ persistent 
rain our troops continued to organize 
the positions gained north of the 
Aisne. The activity of both artilleries 
was chiefly noticeable in the sector 
of Craonne-Hurtebise. West of Cerny 
the Germans attacked on various oc- 
casions, but everywhere we repulsed 
them, taking thirty additoinal prison- 
ers, 

“On the left bank of the Meuse in 
the region of Avocourt wood and Hill 
304, the enemy did not renew .his at- 
tacks in the morning; on the right 
bank there was an artillery action, but 
no infantry action, 

“Belgian communication: ‘There 
was less artillery activity. The Ger- 
mans launched severtl projectiles 
against Furnes.’ 

“Eastern theatre, July 31.—There 
was moderate activity along the whole 
front. Patrol encounters occurred in 
the Struma zone.”

CANADIAN ATLANTIC PORT, 
Aug. 1.—(Allowed by  censor)— 
Wrapped, in.a, dense fog, which has 
been closing around the coast for se- 
veral days, a ship from overseas went 
aground today and is still on the 
rocks, In her present. position the 
steamer is approximately seventy-five 
feet from the immense reddish grey 
boulders which at this point comprise 
all the shore line. The steamer ap- 
pears to be in a serious position. At 
high tide tonight there was twenty- 
eight feet of water in number 2 hold 
and about ten feet in number 1. 

The big boat had on board 546 re- 
turned wounded soldiers, besides the 
crew. 

Half a dozen steamers and tugs 
promptly responded to the call for aid 
and all on board were taken off in 
safety, the cot cases being removed 


first. 
The weather was mild and the sea 


calm, so the patients suffered no 
great inconvenience. 

The vessel registers about 6,000 
tons. 


Veteran Captain 
CANADIAN ATLANTIC PORT, Aug. 
1.—Captain Wm. MeNeill,’a veteran 
of 25 years’ service in the North At- 
lantic, was in command of the ship. 
The liner had been coming ahead dead 
slow since just before daylight. Short- 
ly after ten o'clock she picked up one 
of the Halifax pilots. When the pilot 
went on the bridge more speed was 
iven the ship. One of the ship's of- 
icers declares she was given full 
speed ahead. In about ten minutes 
dead ahead through: the dense fog 
was seen the slimmer of land, In- 
stantly the “stop” order was tele- 
griphed tothe engiye room, followed 
by “full speed astern.” tI was too 
late.

Daring Outrage Near Montreal—

OTTAWA, Aug. 1.—A step forward in public ownership was 
taken by the government today, Sir Thomas White announced that 
the government would take over the Canadian Northern Railway, 
lock, stock and barrel, and that further aid to the extent of $7,500,000 
would be given to the Grand Trunk Pacific, the government exer- 
cising control with a view to the possible ultiniate nationalization 
of that. undertaking also. 

The people of Canada already have a forty million dollar interest 
in the Canadian Northern, which was capitalized at one hundred 
millions, so that tite value of the sixty million dollars of capitaliza- 
tion remains to be decided. This question is to be referred to a board 
of three, one each to be nominated by the government and the rail- 
way, and the third to be agreed upon by the two, but should they 
fail to reach an agreement, the third arbitrator wouttl be appointed 
by the senior judge of the exchequer court. Should they find them- 
selves unable to reach a decision ‘as to the value of the $60,000,000 
stock, the matter will be referred to the supreme court.

KITCHENER MYTH IS 
REVIVED BY LETTER 
TO EDMONTON LADY 


Had Nephew On The IIl-Fated 
Hampshire Which Carried 
Field Marshal. 


Considerable discussion 
place during the past few days in 
the city as a result of a dispatch in 
the Bulletin telling of a report pub- 
lished in the London Post to the ef- 
fect that Mrs, Parker, a sister of Lord 
Kitchener, had expressed the opin- 
jon that Britain's great military gen- 
jus still lived and that he would some 
day return to English shores, 

The story brings to mind the re- 
port in Edmonton a few weeks ago to 
the effect that Kitchener was a pris- 
oner in the hands of the Germans, 
kept in mysterious seclusion, The story 
arose out of certain inferences in a 
letter received by a woman residing 
here who had a nephew on the ill- 
fated Hampshire, Kitcgener'’s boat. 

In German Prison Camp. 

These statements read in such 
manner as to convey the idea that 
Britain's leader was alive and in 
Germany, that he had been taken 
prisoner when the Hampshire was 
sunk and that he ‘was well and atill in 
German handa, 

Believes “K.” is Alive, 

An interview was also published in 
a Calgary paper recently with T, 
Birnie, a Calgarian who returned to 
that city from England a few weeks 
ago, and who stated that he had met 
a relative of ‘a survivor of the Hamp- 
shire who is now a prisoner in the 
land of the Teutons and who believes 
that Kitchener gtill lives. 

Mr, Birnie explained that this per- 
son, & young man who lived in the 
north of England, had been taken in 
hand by the British authorities and 
that afterward he had refused to dis- 
cuss the subject for what reason ,no 
one knows, but that his statements 
had left the general opinion in his 
neighdorhood that Kitchener lived 
and remained a prisonem 


Seattle papers have recently pub- 
lished a number of articles dealing 
with the same question ‘and have 


quoted a number of persons to the 


effect that Kitchener is alive.

Edmonton consumers will find gar- 
den produce on the City market nearly 
every day in the week, though Tues- 
days, Thursdays and Saturdays are 
the three chief market days, while the 
exhibit of produce and the trade on 
Saturday is much better than on any 
market in Wexern Canada, — 

Wednesday's trade this week was 
the best for some time, there being 
weyen gardeners from the city and 
| suburbs with wagon loads of veget- 
ubles, Some came from as far as 
ight miles out. 

New Potatoes were more plentiful 
and thé sellers had them done up in 
five pound sacks offered for 25 cents, 
One gardener offered new potatoes by 
the bushel at $2.25, It was stated 
that the potatoes are going to be few 
in a &1)) but of good quality. 

Duck eggs were sold early in the 
morning at 6 cents each, Some live 
ducks were offered at 40 cents each 
and dressed chicken at 70 cents. 

Vegetables show a plump growth 
and all the gardeners were optimistic 
| over the satisfactory conditions since 
the recent showers. 

Some of the producers realize that 
the gardens in and around Edmonton 
could easily produce more than the 
consumers of the city can use though 
the early stuff so far meets with a 
ready sale. 

It has been suggested that some 
| organised effort be made to sell the 
|surplus vegetables grown in and 
around Edmonton by some system of 
co-operative magketing in other cities 
where such products as are produced 
here are in keen demand at prices

PAID SOLDI 


Citizens’ Moeting Adopts Recommendations Unanimousiy—Wants | 
Widows Whose Sons Are Killed To Be Paid The Same As Wives | 
Who Lose Their Husbands—Instances Of Inadequacy Of Pension 
Payments Are Cited—Reforms Demanded By Veterans, 


The well attended citizens’ meeting 
held at the Macdonald hotel Wednes- 
day evening to receive the recommen: 
dations of tts sub-committee on the 
subject of inadequate pensions for 
soidiers’ dependents, adopted unant- 
mously the recommendatory report 
which had been submitted by A, FB. 
Dodman, and which pvinted out the 


necessity of an increase in the pen- 
sion allowances, It will be sent to 
Ollawa at once. The moeting also 


adopted a further resolution offered 
by Chairman John Blue, of the Pa- 
triotic Fund, and seconded by Mrs, 
Dr. Ciyde MaeDonald, “That the pen- 
sions given widowed mothers, whose 
sons had been their sole support, 
should be placed on the same basis 
as the wives of soldiers killed while 
On active service. 

Hon, A, C. Rutherford was in the 
chair and read the report which has | 
already been published in The Bulle- 
tin, It was pointea out that the sub- 
committee had recommended that 
specific instances of pension inade- 
quacy to soldiers’ dependents should 
accompany the report to-Ottawa, Mr, 
Biue said that the data otf such cases 
Was i.) preparation. 

Had to Get Hia Head Blown Off. 

Sergt. W. [rwin, a returned veteran, 
said that $480 was the very largest 
pension paid for total disability and 
that to secure that a man had to have 
his head biown off, Of the returned 
men one met on the street, few re- 
ceived more than $30 a month, What 
was demanded was equalized pensions 
for soldiers and officers. ‘‘We ask for 
$1,200 for total disability,” said the 
sergeant, “The Lazor Gazette reports 
that the minimum cost of supporting { 
a family of three for a year ts $842. 
The orphan child of a soldier at pres- 
ent receives $12 a month. We ask 
for $20 until it is 18 years of age. All|

1791—-Daniel’ Mendoza defeated Squire Fitzgerald in Dublin, 
Fitzgerald was an Trish gentleman who was very proud of his prow- 
ess as a fighter and he expressed the opinicn that he could whip the 
Jewish pugilist, who was then running a boxing school in the Irish 
city. Accordingly a wager was made, and the bout was staged pri- 
vately in Mendoza's rooms, before a company of noble sports, They 
fought with bare fists, and for a time the Hebrew acted entirely in 
the defensive. This angered the Irishman, who called his opponent 
a “dom tricky Jew.” Immediately things began to happen, and in 
a short time the battered Irishman called “Enough.” ‘The squire 
shook Mendoza warmly by the hand, saying, “You liked me fairly and 
you are the only man who ever did so. If in the heat of battle I 
used insulting language, I apologize. I'm proud to shake the hand 
of the bravest and most skilful fighter I've ever seon,.”’ Fitsgerald 
was much heavier and four inches taller than Mendoza, but this ad- 
vantage was more than offset by the latter’s sclence. Mendoza was 
without a scratch when the bout was over.

Three years ago today civilization 
was arrested, progress ceased and the 
world turned from beneficial  con- | 
struction to the period of the worst 
destruction that the world has ever 
known. Millions of men have died, 
other millioas crippled for life, while 
the world has been made sad with the 
weeping of widows and orphans since 
that fateful day, Aug. 2, 1914, when 
the German hosts set out for Belgium 
and France and ignited the spark 
that set the world aflame. No nation 
on earth has been left untouched, 
none has escaped suffering because of 
this greatest of conflicts. And, where- 
as formerly wars were carried on by 
governments, this struggle is being 
carried on by the entire population 
of nations. When the Germans set 
out for Belgium and France, Austria 
had already declared war on Serbia 
and bombarded Belgrade, and Ger- 
many had declared war on Russia, but 
the full scope of the Teuton plans 
was not apparent until the second 
day of August, when the Kaiser's 
troops entered Luxembourg and ap- 
peared before Liege, Belgium, de- 
manding the right to march through 
King Albert's country and offering to 
pay for the right.

Peugeot, when he found that the 
Germans had crossed the frontier in 
the neighborhood, advanced toward 
the German troops and made a vig-| 
orous protes’, according to the French 
report, to Lieutenant Mayer of the 
Fifth regiment of German Chasseurs, 
declaring that since hostilities had 
not commenced, thie Germans had ex- 
ceeded their rights in crossing the 
boundary. Peugeot is said to have 
hardly had time to voice his protest 
when the German officer drew his re- 
volver and fired at him point blank 
inflicting a fatal wound. With his 
last strength the heroic Frenchman 
seized his rifle and emptied it at 
Mayer, who was carried away, mor- 
tally wounded, by his companions. 
The following day war was declared 
and many men were slain on both 
sides.
